Presidio, all of Presidio Park with the golf course, Old Town San Diego State Historic Park, and the San
Diego River and wetlands.

2) Improve Regional East - West vehicular circulation from Rosecrans St. to Hotel Circle without
impacting Old Town Historic District.

3) Improve Regional North - South vehicular circulation from Pacific Highway to Morena Boulevard
withoutimpacting the Old Town Historic District.

4) Provide arailroad grade separation for vehicles and pedestrians without impacting the Old Town
Historic District.

5) Provide direct access from Pacific Highway to Interstate 8.
